Plans to make local autbority 
and health .service employees 
pay more for their pensions 
could save the Governmelt 
more than £600m a year by 
1983.

Angola grows desperat 
for end to conflict

Luanda, Dec 17.—Angola 
appears to be sending messages 
of despair to the West over 
Namibia as time ruts out for 


the Luanda ‘leadership to 
secure the solution of a 
problem that is crippling the 
country. 


The most significant move 
came last week when President 
José Eduardo Dos Santos 
offered to negotiate with the 
Uuited States ar any time. 

He did so days after Mr

head of the National Union for 
the Totai Independence of 
Angola (Unita). 

Yesterday the Portuguese 
state radio in Lisbor quoted 
Mr Adriano Sebastiao, the 
Angolan Ambassador, of saying 
his country would be willing to 
talk to Dr Savimbi if he gave 
up his mks with South Africa.

ı Equally disturbing, in the 
view of some observers, the 
high domestic interest rates 
ard cheap imports have 
discouraged business invest- 
ment, both from abroad and 
at home. Although such 
investment is the seedcorn 
of future economic E, it 
remairs substantially below 
the level of the 1960s. 

But perhaps the most 
damaging imdictment of 
Chilean monetarism is the 
apparent marked increase in 


income inequality — al- 
though the figures are hoty 
disputed. 


In spite of the turmail of 
the Allende years, the dispar- 
iy in living standards 
between rich and poor were 
probably reduced. Even the 
official starisücs suggest that 
wages and salaries row 
account for oxly 41 per cent 
of national income, compared 
with 62.8 per cent in 1972 and 
52 per cent in 1970. 

The unemployed have suf- 
fered particulariy badly. 

Simultaneously, wealth has 
become still more concen- 
trated in a few hands. But 
with the demise of the 
Somoza regime in Nicaragua, 
Chile probably has the grea- 
test concentration of wealth 
in Latin America, according 
to Professor Felix. Five 
economic groups, known as 
the "“piranhas” are estimated, 
by the author of another 
paper ir [DS Bulletin, to own 
53 per cent of the assets of 
the top 250 private companies 
in ‘Chile. This situation was 
made worse by the wholesale 
dismemberment of the state 
enterprise sector, and the 
sale of the assets t0 private 
companies at heavily under- 
valued prices.
